All the chain of lakes in the hi-h- 
erto impenetrable St. Francis river bot- 
toms are full of these pearl-bearing mus- 
and should they prove to be valu- 
able the whole country will presently be 
engaged in the business to the detriment 
of crop gathering. 

One planter said vesterday that he ex- 
pected to have difficulty in securing hands 
to p.ck his cotton on account of the pear! 
exci.ement.

LOCAL RECEIPTS VERY SLOW 


September Delivery Is Far Behind 
Compared with Last Year. 


THE RUSH WILL BEGIN ABOUT NEXT WEEK 


The Indian Summer’s Sun Will Force 
the Crop on the Market in 
Quick Ordcr. 


= ee - 


September's cotton receipts in the AtJAn- 
ta market will be shy several thousand 
bales, as compared with last year's busi- 
ness, although the present demand from the 
mills is doubtless greater than it was for 
the sams month of 1896. 

The crop is far behind last year. For the 
month of September, 1896, one firm in the 
city handled 10,000 bales. This same firm 
announces this year that it will not handle 
more than 3,000 bales this September. Al- 
though the crop is estimated to be much 
heavier this year than last, it will be 
gathered slowiy for the reason that the 
season hes not been propitious for an 
early crop. This time last year the fields 
were white unto the harvest; over hill and 
dale the cotton bloomed into snowy white- 
ness and the fields were alive with the 
song of the pickers, who toiled early and 
late. Thus far, the cotton has been open- 
ing only in spots and little, if any, has 
been gathered north of Atlanta. 

“While the estimate for the crop has 
been rather a surprise to the buyers,” said 
a prominent cotton merchant yesterday, 
“the delay in the harvest has been in the 
nature of a disappointment. Last year, you 
will remember, the crop came in early 
with a rush. The first week brought the 
wagons to the city and the streets were 
crowded with team and the country roads 
were lined with wagons as they rattled in- 
to market. The scenes this September are 
in striking contrast to those of last Sep- 
tember, for but little has been picked and 
Only a small area of the fields have open- 
ed. This situation, however, cannot long 
remain unchanged, for the sun will bring a 
burst to the bolls and the pickers will have 
& busy time, if this weather continues.” 

The first bale of new cotton for 1897 was 
purchased Wednesday by Mr. H. H. Smith. 
The bale did not long remain in Atlanta, 
for it was hurried away to Janesville, 
Wis., where it will be put upon the ma- 
chines. The price is a little off'in the loca] 
market, being about 6% cents yesterday. 
The receipts of vesterday will barely aver- 
age fifty bales both by wagon and freight, 
but the increase in delivery is looked for 
early next week, 

The mifils in the south are all short and 
they are anxious for the crop to begin to 
pour in. The old cotton of last year is 
very much in demand, as the mills cannot 
use the green, new cotton without mixing 
old with it.

Visited Him Yesterday. 


SCENE WAS VERY PATHETIC 


The Wife and Children Clung to Him 
and Wept and Prayed. 


PERRY PRAYED FOR GOVERNOR AND JUBGE 


Says He Bears No Ill Will Against 
Anyone—Asks Dr. Stevenson To 
Visit Him Every Day. 


“Show pity, Lord, O Lord, forgive.”” The 
words of the familiar old hymn ‘swelled 
out in sobbing tones through the iron bars 
of Perry’s cell at Fulton jail yesterday. 

The murderer was singing. It was weird 
music that ecKoed through the stony cor- 
ridors. The grating clanking of heavy 
chains was its dread accompaniment. 
There was not much tune in the choking 
voice, but there was a pleading earnest- 
ness that was touching. 

The prisoner finished his song and only 
the jarring, squeakish sound of the chains 
was heard. There was a second or two of 
impressive stillness, then a shriek and a 
burst of sobs. It was Perry's wife and 
children. She and the five little ones had 
been admitted to his cell. They had heard 
him sing the song of pleading for forgive- 
ness, and then they fave way to the hys- 
terical grief that filled their hearts. She, 
the wife. threw her arms around his neck 
and cried out in agony for Goa to forgive 
and save her husband. The little children 
wept piteously and two of them clung to 
their father’s knees. 

“Why is papa chained?’ asked one of the 
little boyS as he wiped the tears from his 
eyes. He was too young to realize that the 
rusty steel links held his father to a fate 
worse than mere death. 

Weeps for His Family. 

A more pathetic scene was never wit- 
nessed than that enacted in the famous 
“twelve spot,” where Perry is confined. 
For an howr and a half Mrs. Perry and 
the children were With the doomed hus- 
baud and father. Perry saag and «prayed 
while his wife wept and called on the Lord 
to save him. It was an impressive’ drama 
as real as death. A guard stood by with 
his head turned away. He, hardened as he 
Was to the trying things of life, could 
not bear to witness this meeting which may 
be the last. 

The parting was even more pathetic than 
the meeting had been. Perry broke down 
completely when the heavy dvor of his cell 
clanged between him and h!s family. He 
wept bitterly for an hour after they had 
gone. » 

Mrs. Perry was allowed to wisit her hus- 
band in his cell threugh th® kindness of 
Sheriff Nelms, who had exerted himself to 
allow the condemned man every privilege 
possible and consistent with the regula- 
tions of the prison. The sheriff has strict 
orders not to allow any one to see Perry 
except the ministers and the immediate 
members of his family. sprough fear of 
Perry’s killing himself it was deemed best 
for no one to be allowed in his cell. This 
rule was suspended in the case of Perry's 
family and the ministers, as the sheriff 
was too Kind-hearted@' to keep them out tin 
the cage with the bars between them. 

Ministers Visit Perry. 

Perry was visited yesterday by Rev. R. L. 
Stevenson and Captain Roberts. A very 
touching religious service was held. Sheriff 
Nelms gave the minister a permit to visit 
Perry in his cell every day. 

Dr. Stevenson preached a short sermon 
to the prisoner yesterday and prayed with 
him. several times. Perry sang a song 
and then prayed. It was an earnest, feel- 
ing prayer. The murderer prayed for every 
one on earth. He begged that God would 
bless Governor Atkinson and Judge Cand- 
ler. After he had prayed he told the min- 
ister that he loved’every one on earth. He 
said that he wanted to be certain of sav- 
ing his soul. He wanted to die bravely and 
at peace with the world. 

Perry begged that Dr. Stevenson would 
visit him every day. The minister prom- 
ised. he would. -He will have a service in 
the cell ‘this morning at 9 o'clock. 

Mrs. Perry and the children called to see 
the governor but he was absent. 


TRADE PROSPECTS BRIGHTER 


Business Is Now Taking ona Brighter 
Hue. 


During the past few weeks there has 
been a steady increase in business, and 
men who make a study of commercial eon- 
ditions say that the tendency is toward the 
advancement of trade and prices. 

Improvement is noted in every denart- 
ment of trade. The stock market shows 
an increase in pr:ces of nearly all stocks, 
and dabblers in stock exchaiges are eer- 
tain that prices will go higher. 

Railroad stocks have advanced in price 
recently. This is said to auger prosperous 
conditions. The earnings of the southern 
1rcads have been larger this year than ever 
before; 1892 was said tO be a banner year 
for railroads, but this year is said to be 
better than °96. The roads are hauling 
more freight than they have carried for 
a long time. 

Wheat is now at about a standstill, but 
the outlook is for a continued advance in 
price. Since the price of wheat took its 
skyrecket flight there has been a reaction 
such as always follow unusually heavy 
deals or rises. Simce it reached its highest 
point it has been fluctuating within a 
radius of 5 cents. 

Ten and a half million bales 
is the large estimate made by 
perts for this year’s cotton crop. The seca- 
son of 1896-97 closed on August @Ist. and 
tne season of 1897-98 began 0n Wednesday. 
September lst. The new crop has begun to 
be marketed at a very fast rate. This has 
caused a slight fall in prices, but it is ex- 
pected that the immense crop raised this 
year will command a very fair average 
price, ranging in the vicinity of 714 cents. 
Twenty-fcur million acres are planted in 
cotton this year, which is the largest acre- 
ag= ever under cultivation of this staple 
crop alone. Conservative estimates are 
nine and three-quarter million bales, but 
more hopeful crop prophets put the crop at 
over. tén million bales.

HAPE SUES FOR $20,000 DAMAGES 


Injured Mail Cierk Is Asking for 
Heavy Damages. 

A suit for $20,000 was filed in the United 
States court yesterday morning. 

The suit was brought against the South- 
ern railway by Samuel H. Hape, who al- 
leges that he was injured in a wreck at 
Gastonia, on the Southern railway. 

Hape was a mail clerk in the employ of 
the United States government. He claims 
that he was engaged in his daily occupa. 
tion when the accident occurred, for which 
he wants $20,000. His run was from Atlanta 
to Washington and he was coming from 
that city when the wreck occurred. 

The defendant claims to have been a 
regular passenger on the Southern road. 
He says that his fare was paid by the gov- 
ernment and that the. road was due him 
extraordinary diligence. He says that when 
his train was entering the sidetrack the 
mail car was derailed and wrecked owing 
to the negligence and carelessness of the 
road's officers. 

The plaintiff claims that his back Bea 
twisted and that permanent spinal injyry 
resulted. There were other alleged injuries. 
Defendant claims to have been getting a 
salary of $80 per month with good prospects 
for an increase with time. Now he claims 
that his earning capacity is destroyed and 
he wants the road to pay him $20,000. 

The case will be tried at the October 
term of the federal court. One interesting 
question that will be  invoived will be 
whether or not a railroad is lable for dam- 
ages in case of injury to employees regular- 
ly engaged in work on its car.
